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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hollis: 


I herewith submit my second annual report which is also 
the second since Hollis has been a part of supervisory Union 
No. 40, which comprises the school districts of Amherst, 
Brookline, Hollis, Milford, and Mont ‘Vernon. 


TEACHERS AND INST RUCTIIGS 

The High School staff-has had one change since a year 
ago. Mr. Alfred E. Conner of Exeter was appointed as 
Smith-Hughes agricultural teacher in the place of Mr. Ken- 
neth B. Lane who resigned to engage in practical farming. 
Mr. Conner is a. graduate of the four-year agricultural 
‘teachers’ course at New Hampshire University. 

In the elementary schools, Miss Charlotte A. Floyd of 
Farmington, New Hampshire, replaces Miss Mary Szlosek, 
who was married during the summer vacation. Miss Floyd 
is a graduate of the four-year course at Plymouth Normal 
School and has had two years of experience. 

All pupils in the district are assigned to the village build- 
ing with transportation provided as the law requires for 
those in grades I-VIII who live two miles or more from 
school. The elementary grades are grouped in the four 
rooms on the ground floor, two grades in each room, while 
the High School occupies the entire second floor, including 
the science laboratory. A beginning has been made in the 
direction of departmentalizing the instruction in grades 
VII-XII. If this can be continued and even expanded it 
will tend to unify the upper six years, and perhaps make 
possible a six-six plan, that is, six years of elementary, and 
six years of junior and senior high school in combination. 

The program of study of the high school with its special 
courses in agriculture for the boys has lacked a correspond- 
ing practical arts offering for the girls—such as domestic 
arts. This deficiency has been met in part this year by of- 
fering a course in nursing and physiology to junior and 
senior girls. A further enrichment of the curriculum can 
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be made by introducing biology next year for freshmen and 
sophomore girls and boys. This would replace elementary 
science of other years which very properly would then be 
given in grades seven and eight. 

The school program for girls and boys should include 
much more than what is sometimes called “book-learning,” 
because these young people will soon be the burden-bearing 
citizens of tomorrow, and they can best be taught the duties 
and privileges of adult citizenship by being given a chance 
to practice these things now through extra-curricular activi- 
ties while they are still in school. Such activities should 
offer intellectual, social, and recreational contacts—for all 
these will be needed throughout adult life. In other words, 
it is far more important that youth should sense a present 
school and community citizenship, and from it derive sound 
basic principles of judgment, than to be indoctrinated with 
specific rules for the solution of expected future problems 
which may not even exist by the time they become adults. 

These extra-curricular activities are provided for this 
year by arranging the high school timetable with one period 
in which no regular classes are scheduled. This gives time 
for a variety of things—music on Tuesday, 4-H Club meet- 
ings, review drills in arithmetic and spelling, organized 
physical education on the school grounds in season and 
basketball practice in the town hall during the cold months, 
dramatics, occasional talks by outside speakers, special 
school programs, class meetings, etc. Many schools have 
what are called “clubs” to stimulate the interests and skills 
of pupils who have special talent or needs; such as debating, 
manual arts, etiquette, athletics, dramatics, journalism, na- 
ture, science, etc. All of these activities are not substitutes 
for the basic studies of the school but supplement them and 
in many cases become a stimulant for increased interest and 
achievement. 

The ordinary amount of study of a pupil in high school 
is four subjects each year. More than this should not be at- 
tempted unless for a very specific reason and then, of course, 
only by special permission. 
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ATTENDANCE AND ENROLLMENT 


Normally the attendance in the elementary grades is ex- 
cellent, but this last fall and winter sickness has interferred 
considerably with the usual high record. In high school 
there has been a tendency to let other matters including 
work come ahead of school duties, resulting in unnecessary 
absences. It is just as true in education as elsewhere that it 
cannot be made a side issue and be fully successful. So it 
has become necessary to insist that absences from high 
school will be excused only for sickness of the pupil or 
other emergency needs. This means, of course, that a pupil 
will not be given a chance to make up work lost on account 
of absence for trivial reasons. 

Enrollment and perfect attendance data will be found in 
tabulated form at the end of this report. 


EVENING SCHOOL 


The Federal Emergency Relief Administration has made 
possible the opening of adult classes in a wide variety of 
subjects in communities of all sizes. Two classes have been 
tried in Hollis: first, in agriculture, which met each Wed- 
nesday evening for a few weeks, but had to be dropped be- 
cause the instructor, Mr. Howard Prince of New Boston, 
was unable to maintain classes in other towns, to make up 
the full requirement of fifteen teaching hours per week. 
The second class is in music or community singing, and 
meets each Monday evening at the Community Church, un- 
der the direction of Mr. Arthur Dow of Bristol. This group 
has been a success, and will be continued throughout the ~ 
winter. Mr. Dow will be glad to have more people attend 
even though they have not enrolled before, or cannot be 
present at every session. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


The consolidated high and elementary building at the 
village is the only school building at present in use—all rural 
schools now being closed, and pupils transported. 

There have been several important improvements, and 
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additions made at the central plant within the last year or 
so as follows: 

1. Repairs in the southeast room on lower floor after the 
fire. (Covered by insurance.) 

2. Enlargement of coal storage space. 

3. Replacement of chemical toilets by flush toilets, which 
involved piping in water from the fire engine house, and also 
changes in heating pipes and radiators. This also required 
the construction of a sewage disposal drainage area which 
resulted in: 

4. Purchase of an acre of land west of and adjoining the 
school property. Incidentally this land is being used for 
project work by the classes in agriculture and will continue 
to be valuable for this purpose. | 

5. ‘Renewal of picket fence on north and south bound- 
aries of the school property. The lumber for this came from 
the town forest. 

6. New cement steps in front of the main building. 

Needs for the future include: 

1. Painting, especially the iron fire escape. 

2. Liquid wax or similar treatment of floors in place of 
present oiling. 

3. A program clock system by which one master clock in 

one room will control secondary clocks in each of the other 
rooms and automatically ring bells throughout the building 
on any desired schedule. 
_ 4. Beautification and improvement of grounds. There 
is ample space on all sides of the school building to provide 
playground areas for pupils and still leave space in front for 
landscaping, including grading. It is gratifying to report 
that the Garden Club is interested in this project, and it is 
hoped that something definite may be done in the near 
future.
